Every Plea Possible. 

“The reunion committee has made 
@very plea possible,” said Mr. An- 
Grews Monday night. “This is our 
final cry of distress. We do not 


think that the people of Atlanta are | 


purposely dilatory or negligent in 
the matter, but we believe that they 
are allowing the press of other du- 
ties to blind them to the worthy 
“@nd needful cause that now con- 
fronts them. 

“The camp at Piedmont park is 
filling up fast; all the homes that 
were volunteered to the housing 
committee have received their full 
quotas of veterans. Many of the 
good old men who are paying us 
this visit have passed too far down 
the path of life to allow them to 
subject themselvés to the privations 
of outdoor sleeping and living at 
the park. 

“Circumstance throws down the 
gauntlet to .Ylanta’s spirit of hos- 
pitality, and unless she snatches it 
up in this eleventh hour and ac- 
cords our heroes of the ’60s the wel- 
come, comfort and convenience that 


. . they deserve, they will have brought 


upon themselves a reproach that 
can not be lived down in a long 
time. 
Most Strenuous Day. 

“Today will mark the most stren- 
suous day that we have seen in our 
preparation for the veterans. More 
of them will arrive today than have 
arrived altogether up to now. Spe- 
cial trains will move into the city 
hourly, each train bearing loads of 
these heroic souls that deserve bet- 
ter than we can possibly give them 
—who must, by all means, have the 
best we can offer them.

The various activities sf the 
reunion will be given a start at thia 
meeing, at whcih the chief figures 
in the reunion will be introduced. 

The second important meeting 
will be that of the Sons of Veterans 
tonight in the auditorium, which 
will be one of the most important 
meetings of the entire reunion. The 
officials of the sons are particularly 
anxious that a full attendance be 
on hand and that all delegates and 
visitors arrive promptly—a little be- 
fore 8 o’clock if possible. 

Walter P. Andrews, general chair- 
man of the Atlanta reunion com- 
mittee, will call the afternoon 
meeting to order, and.the blessing 
on the reunion will be invoked by 
Rev. J. W. Bachman, chaplain gen- 
eral of the veterans. 

Forrest Will Speak. 

The introductory words will be 
addressed by Adjutant in chief Na- 
than Bedford Forrest, of the At- 


lanta post of Sons of Confederate 
Veterans. George F. Willis, who is 
chairman of the ‘reunion finance 
committee of Atlanta, will also de- 
liver an address. 

Car] Hinton, of Denver, Colo., who 
is commander in chief of the Sons 
of Confederate Veterans, will greet 
the veterans on behalf of the Sona. 
Mr. Hinton arrived in the city on 
Sunday in company with shis wife, 
who is prominent in the work of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy, and 
who will sing before many of the 
reunion gatherings. Mr. and Mrs. 
Hinton are at the Piedmont hotel, 

Mr. Hinton’s home is in Colorado, 
but he came to Atlanta from Wash- 
ington, where he is the head of the 
Colorado development federation bu- 
reau. For several years prior to 
his acceptance of this position, hs 
had been Washington correspond- 
ent for several Colorado newspa- 
pers. 

Mr. Hinton is enthusiastic about 
the work of the Colorado develop- 
ment bureau, and explained that as 
a civic organization, the develop- 
ment bureau was a great aid *o the 
state. He expressed the opinion thar 
all states should devote particular 
attention #6 such bureaus in Wash- 
ington, the city about which the 
nation’s activity centers.

By‘a vote of 21 to 8 city council 
in session Monday afternoon adopted 
an ordinance authorizing the levy 
of an emergency tax of one-eighth 
of one per cent to provide funds 
for maintaining the public schogls 
in session during the month of 
December, and to make extensive 
improvements at Grady hospital to 
relieve distressing conditions at this 
institution. 

As the last vote was recorded 
Superintendent Steve R. Johnston, 
of Grady hospital, seized the ordi- 
nance and hurriéd with it to the 
mayor’s office and Mayor Key af- 
fixed his signature, which made it 
a law less than five minutes after 
council had acted. 

The levy of this tax will raise an 
estimated revenue of $250,000, of 
which it is understood approxi- 
mately $60,000 will be apportioned 
to schools. 

Hatcher Leads Opposition. 

Although the measure provoked 
lengthy and spirited debate, the in- 
tensity of feeling apparent at the 
meeting of council one week ago 
when action was postponed until 
Monday was somewhat lacking. As 
in the former meeting, Alderman 
Harvey Hatcher led the opposition, 
fighting every step of progress to- 
ward passage of the ordinance. 

His first act in this direction was 
to move the adoption of a substi- 
tute offered by Councilman J. Nj 
Renfroe in which he agreed to join 
any ten members of the Presidents’ 
club and underwrite any contracts 
necessary to complete the buildings 
at Grady hospital, provided they did 
not exceed $85,000. This was de- 
feated by a vote of 25 to 4. 

He then sought to have the ordi- 
nance tabled, which attempt was 
defeated by a vote of 16 to 8 As 
a third resort, which was to move 
to delay the measure, he presented 
a motion to refer the paper to the 
committee on public improvements. 
This was killed by an overwhelming 
majority. 

Asks Diverce of Issues. 

An effort to divorce the schools 
from Grady hospital in the proposal 
to levy an emergency tax, was 
made by Councilman W. B. Buch- 
anan, of the ninth ward, who in- 


troduced a substitute to impose a

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FEDFRAL TROOPS 


CONTROL AT GARY 
ANDEAST CHICACO 


General Leonard Wood, 
With One Thousand 
Overseas Regulars, in 
Charge of the Situation 
at Gary. 


SITUATION DESCRIBED 
\. VERY TENSE 


Federal Troops Took 
Charge at the Request of 
Governor of Indiana. 
The Strikers Are Said 
to Be in Ugly Mood. 


Chicago, October 6.—Major-Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood, commander of 
the central department’ of § the 
United States army, tonight § took 
charge of the Indiana Steel cities of 
Gary, Indiana Harbor and _ East 
Chicago with 1,000 overseas veter- 
ans of the Fourth division, armed 
with cannon, machine guns and 
rifles, declared martial law in Gary, 
while Adjutant General Smith, with 
a thousand state troops, declared 


martial law in the other two stee! 


centers. No soldiers’ uniforms may 
be worn in Gary by civillans under 
the general’s order. ; 

Former Soldiers Led Parude. 

No disorder preceded the action of 
the military today, but the troop 
movements were brought about by a 
parade without permit of 2,000 
strikers from the steel mills in 
Gary, led by a large number of for- 
mer soldiers in uniform and a mass 
meeting in Gary park, where speak- 
ers demanded the release of strik- ' 
ers arrested after a riot on Saturday 
and the withdrawal of troops sent 
by Governor Goodrich, of Indiana, 
at the request of city officers. 

This was the first action by fed- 
eral troops since the steel strike.. 
started. on September 22. .It came” 
unexpectedly, as there had been 
comparatively little disorder in any 


'of the cities, but the movement was 


rapid. No sooner had Mayor 
Hodges, of Gary, asked Governor 
Goodrich for troops after the mass 
meeting had been held in violations 
of his orders, and in defiance of the 
300 state troops on duty in Gary, 
than the governor repeated the re- 
quest to General Wood at Chicago. 
In five hours the regulars at Fort 
Sheridan had been loaded in trucks 
and transported 50 miles to Gary. 
They had barely unlimbered them- 
selves from the long ride before 
General Wood ‘issued his order for 
martial law. 
Open Meetings Barred. 

The order provided that no publie 
meetings and assemblies might be 
held “inany street, park or other 
portion of the city.” However, it 
specifically exempted from this 
provision churches, theaters, mo- 
tion picture houses and lecture 
rooms, 

The order set forth that all men 
in the uniform of the United States 
army in the city would be brought 
to military headquarters. If inves- 
tigation developed that a particular 
man was a “part of the armed 
forces of the nation,” the order 
added, he would placed under the 
command of the military authoities 
in the city for duty. If, howeevr, 
the man was out of the service,

As on previous days, plant officials 
claimed that many additional men 
had reported for work. but strike 
leaders asserted that only a few 
unskilled workers had gone back. 
Statement By Governor Goodrich, 

Indianapolis, Ind., October 6.— 
Governor James P. Goodrich, in a 
statement tonight/said that federal 
troops to augment the force of state 
militia on duty in Gary have been 
asked because of the fear that the 
State troops alone would not be 
able,to haridle the situation. 

“Federal troops were asked by 
me entirely on the advice of May- 
or Dodge, of Gary, and Adjutant 
General Harry B. Smith,” said Gov- 
ernor Goodrich. “Both of them ex- 
pressed alarm at the attitude of the 
10,000 strikers in Garv and said 
they feared the small number of 
State troops stationed there was 


insufficient to cope with the situ- 
ation.” | 
In connection with the failure of

state troops to interfere with two 
thousand strikers who paraded 
hrough the streets and held a mass 
meeting in violation of orders .of 
city officials, state officials thts 
evening pointed out that the total 
number of state troops stationed in 
Gary was 300 and that these were 
scattered over a large area, making 
the number available fer action 
against the paraders insignificant. 
State Troops Patrel. 

Ind., October 6—State 
troops today patrolled the ave- 
nues leading to steel plants and 
parts of the city where disorders 
were liable to develop, four com- 
panies having been brought here 
late last night after rioting was re- 
sumed.here by strike sympathizers. 

Late at night hundreds of strik- 
ers began to congregate before the 
gates of the United States Stee!) 
corporation plant and the mill of 
the American Sheet and Tin Plate 
company. Police and special depu- 
ties clashed with the crowd or 
strikers, and many bricks and 
stones were thrown. Finally ‘ the 
situation became so. threatening 
Mayor Hodges called for several 
companies of soldiers, as he believ- 
ed affairs had got beyond control 
of the police. 

While the troops were on the 
way here in street cars, the police 
succeeded in dispersing the crowds 
after using their clubs freely and 
making more than a dozen arrests.

lof the Atlanta Rotary club Monday 


at the Piedmont hotel were the pre- 
sentations of two noted confederate 
generals, and the faculty of Emory 
university, who wre the honor 


guests of the organization. 

General John N. Johnson, of Chat- 
tanooga, and General W. A. Collier, 
of Memphis, who were the guests 
of Lee Ashcraft, were introduced 
to the gathering, and both deliver- 
ed short addresses which were en- 
thusiastically cheered. 

The entire faculty of Emory uni- 
versity, as guests of Willis Tim- 
mons, George Winship, Asa Candler, 
Jr., Fred Houser and Lauren Fore- 
man, were presented to the Rota- 
rians, and a fine address was de- 
livered by Dean Howard W. Odum, 
of the liberal arts department. 

Another guest of honor was Et- 
tiene Dennies, of Havre, France, a 
cotton man, who was introduced 
by Frank Inman, and who spoke 
expressing his approval of 
the Rotary club, and declaring his 
intention of inaugurating the move- 
ment in France. Mr. Dennies, an 
old friend of Mr. Inman’s, served 
three years in the French army, 
and was for some time interpreter 
for the British army in France.

He was most 
enthusiastic over the reception 
tendered him and his fellow fliers 
by the people of London upon tneir 
arrival.

Robert F. Maddox Discusses 
Convention of American 
Bankers at St. Louis. 


tobert F. Maddox, president of the 
Atlanta National bank, returned to 
Atlanta Monday from S&t. Louls, 
where he presided over the conven- 
tion of the American Bankers’ as- 
sociation. : 

“The convention in St. Louis was 
to be the most largely attended and 
successful ever held by the associa- 
tion,” he stated. “There were more 
4,000 delegates present from 
every state in the union, and the 
program of the general convention 
and theprogram of the several sec- 
tions of the association were very 
interesting. The speeches at the 
general convention  delivere by 
Hon. David R. Francis, ambassador 
to Russia, Attorney General Palmer, 
Hon. W. P. G. Harding, governor 
federal reserve board, Senator Rob- 
ert L. Owens, Dr. Irving Fisher of 
Yale university, and Hon, John . ar- 
rett, director Pan-American com- 
mission, were al] received with a 
great deal of interest and proved 
to be very entertaining and bene- 
ficial. 

“The keynote .of the convention 
was the necessity for increasing 
production in this country and for 
continuing our foreign trade. Labor 
unrest is at present preventing pro- 
duction and the lack of extension 
ot credits to Kurope is hindering 
our foreign trade. 

“The speech of Attorney General 
Palmer was particularly impressive, 
and the convention was very pleased 
to hear him say that add the power 
of the government would be used 
to protect our institutions and the 
preservation of law and order. 

“The general sentiment seemed 
to be that the peak of high prices 
had been reached, but that they 
would not likely decline very rap- 
idly. until the labor situation 
througheut the country had been 
cleared up and the manufacturers 
could count with certainty upon 
regular production. 

“It was generally thought that 
money rates would remain about the 
same and that the country generally 
speaking would enjoy a good fall 
and winter trade. 

“Georgia was well represented at 
the convention and all of the Atlan- 
ta hanks sent delegates. 

“The next convention 
ably be held in Washington, D. G., 
and Los Angeles, Cal. has already 
extended an invitation for the con- 
vention of 1921.”

Jefferson Davis, twice elected 
President of the Southern Confeder- 
macy, and its chief executive, paid 
Atlanta three 
visits during 
his lifetime. 

And after his 
death his body, 
which had been 
temporarily in- 
terred in Maitre 
cemetery, New 
Orleans, passed 
through Atlanta 
enroute to Rich- 
mond, where the 
immortal Davis, 
beloved leader 
of the South, 
was given a fi- 
nal resting 
place. 

President Da- 
vis came to At- 
Janta first in the 
early °50’s when 
he was Secre- 
tary of War in President Pierce's 
,cabinet. It was hardly more than 
a pop call, the then Secretary of 
War being enroute from Washing- 
ton to Brierfield, his plantation in 
Mississippi. During his brief stay 
in Atlanta he was shown attention 
by the then mayon Allison Nelson, 
and other prominent citizens. 

President Davis’ second visit to 
Atlanta was after he had been elec- 
ted President of the Southern Con- 
federacy. That election took place 
on February 9, 1861, and at that 
time Mr. Davis was in the U. S. 
senate in Washington and the capi- 
tol of the Confederacy had just 
been established at Montgomery, 
‘Alabama’ Going from Washington 
to Montgomery, Mr. Davis made the 
trip by Atlanta. A committee of 
prominent Atlantans met the dis- 
tinguished visitor at Resica to es- 
cort him to the city, while another 
committee received him at the depot 
‘to escort him to the Trout House, 
where apartments had been reserved 
for him. ; 

The President of the Confederacy 
reached Atlanta on February 16, one 
week after his election. At 8 o'clock 
on the morning of his arrival the 
Atlanta Grays, under command of 
Captain A. M. Wallace, fired a salute 
of seven guns in the ‘ity park, 
while the various fire companies 
formad in line and marched to the 
Trout House, where at 9 o'clock a 
public reception tool place. 

Most Magnificent Reception Ever 

Given in Atlanta. 

The old prints of that day de- 
clare that this reception was “the 
grandest and most magnificent ever 
given to any one in Atlante.” Mayor 
Whittaker welcomed the Chief Ex- 
ecutive of the new nation and Presi- 
dent Davis replied in an eloquent 
apeech, “in which he spoke of the 
constitutional compact entered into 
by the fathers of the revolution, and 
the compromising character of that 
‘compact, its bond of union, founded 
on the perfect equality of the states, 
of the compromises which had been 
made only to be broken, The people 
of the North had subverted the con- 
stitution and the union founded 
upon it had been destroyed.” 

In coming to Atlanta President 
Davis rode into the city over the 
Georgia railroad, having made his 
trip by Augusta. At that time Judge 
George Hillyer, of Atlanta, was liv- 
ing in Covington and it so hap- 
pened that he boarded the train on 
Which President Davis was a pas- 
senger. During the short ride Judge 
Hillyer, then a young lawyer, was 
presented to the president elect of 
the Confederacy. 

PRESIDENT DAVIS AVERSE 
TO LEAVING RETIREMENT. 
President Davis’ third and last 


visit to Atlanta was ih May, ’86, to 
attend the unveiling of the Hill sta- 
tue, then at the junction of the two 
Peachtree streets. Mr. Davis had 
een living in retirement at his 
revoir home in Mississippi. There, 
with his wife and daughter, he 
passed His time writing his history 
of the war between the states and 
the spagotics leading up to it. Be- 
tween President Davis and Senator 
Benjamin Harvey Hill there had al- 
ways been a warm and sympathetic 
riendship, akin almost to love, At. 
anta wanted Mr. Davis present at 
the unveiling of the Hill ‘monument 
and sent him personally carried in- 
Vitations to his Brevoir home. Mr. 
-Davis was not inclined to emerge 
from his retirement and so inform- 
ed the Atlanta delegation that con- 
veyed the invitation. The delega- 
tion declined to accept a negative 
answer and with pressure left the 
invitation with him, Mrs. Davis and 
Miss Winnie, for further and deep- 
er consideration. 

About the same time Montgomery 
proposed a heroic monument to be 
erected in that city in honor of the 
Confederate dead of Alabama. Mont- 
pomery wanted the presence of Mr. 

avis at the cornerstone exercises 
and moved all the powers she had 
to secure his attendance. The two 
events—the Montgomery monument 
and the Hill monument unveiling, 
were scheduled within a few days of 
pach other. This fact, and the fur- 

er fact that President Davis, still 
oving his southland, was anxious 
to mingle once more in life with 
his old comrades who helped him to 
make history in '61 to ’65, probably 

oved irresistible arguments 
tgainst his determination to pass 
he last days of his life in quietude 
tt his Mississippi home. 

Anyhow, after making up his 

ind to visit Montgomery he ad- 

ised Atlanta that he would come to

Father Ryans’ “Furl That Banner” 
is known over the universe and for 
years was sung by all school chil- 
dren throughout the southland. 

President Davis’ reception at 
Montgomery was simply a foretaste 
of what was awaiting him in At- 
lanta. In Montgomery he was met 
by General John B. Gordon, of the 
Atlanta committee, and Mrs. Gor- 
don, When he reached Montgomery 
the rain was coming down in tor- 
rents, but Confederate veterans, 
some aged and some crippled, others 
yet active and comparatively young, 
ladies who had been prominent in 
the social life of the south when 
the Davis family made its home in 
Montgomery, lined the streets and 
sidewalks in the pelting storm as 
President Davis was driven to the 
Exchange hotel, the same hotel in 
which he established his headquar- 
ters when he first went to Mont- 
zomery in ‘61. At the hotel Mr. 
Davis was assigned to the same 
room he occupied on his first night 
back at the birth of the Confed- 
eracy. 

Davis and Gordon Embrace As They 
Meet in Montgomery. 
General Gordon had gone to 
Montgomery to greet Mr. Davis at 
the half-way ppint of his trip and 
to be with him on nis ride from 
Montgomery to Atlanta and_ the 
meeting between the president of 
the Confederacy and his dashing, 
fearless general was pathetic in the 
extreme. As General Gordon ap- 
proached his old chieftain he came 
to a full halt within a few steps 
of him and saluted. The soldier 
and the statesman looked each 
other in the eye and for the first 
time in twenty years. Eve held eye 
for a second and as General Gor- 
don’s hand came down from. the 
salute he advanced with it extended 
to President Davis. As “the man of 
May 12” ad®anced the chief of @he 
Confederacy opened his arms and 
within a strtde Gordon was in 
Davis’ embrace, his own arms 
tightly clasped about his leader’s 
shoulders, Tears were 
from the eyes of both and 

minute there was an 
silence. No one appeared to 
the temerity to breck that tableau 
with noise, but within the minute 
the lusty rebel yell, from the 
throats of thousands of veterans 
looking on, made the air tremble 
with its vibrations. 

~The Atlanta party to Montgomery 
to bring Mr. Davis back went down 
in special Pullmans secured for the 
occasion. The Pullmans were gor- 
geously decorated with bunting and 
flowers and with the flags of the 
union and of the Confederacy which 
rippled in the same breezes during 
the early 60's. On the side of one 
of the cars “‘Davis” had been work- 
ed in immortelles suspended by 
bands of scarlet cloth. 

In the “Atlanta,” another Pull- 
man of the special train, the com- 
mittee from the monument associa- 
tion rode. That committee was 
made up of Julius L. Brown, Cap- 
tain E. P. Howell, H. W. Grady, 
Benjamin H. Hill, Jr., D. N. Speer, 
Dr. R. D. Spalding, A. J. Orme, Cap- 
tain R. J. Lowry, Livingston Mims, 
Hoke Smith. and Judge M. H. Bland- 
ford: At Sunnyside, near Griffin, 
Captain John McIntosh Kell, execu- 
tive officer of the Alabama, came 
aboard as guest of the committee. 
Col, L. P. Grant was also along as 
the guest of the committee. In the 
“Tarsus,” another Pullman of the 
special train, was the committee 
from the Atlanta veterans’ associa- 
tion, composed of Mayor George 
Hillyer, chairman: John H. Steph- 
ens, Colonel W. A. Hemphill, A. J. 
McBride, E. P. Black, William 
Lowndes Calhoun, Captain W. T. 
Newman, S. M. Inman, H. H. Col- 
quitt, and Dr. J. McF. Gaston. 


Atlantans Go to Montgomery to 
Grect President Davis. 
When the special train from At- 
lanta reached Montgomery it at 
ence sought the Exchange hotel. 
At the Exchange the Atlantans 
were informed that Mr. Davis had 
retired from the incessant crowd 
that had thronged the parlors and 
corridors of the hotel and had 
sought quietude in his own apart- 

ments, 

“It was thought best” says Henry 
W. Grady in his telegram to The 
Constitution that night, “not to sub- 
ject him_to a public reception and 
the committees were therefore ad- 
mitted to his room. Mr. Davis re- 
ceived the committees reclining 
upon a couch. He shook hands with 
each members in a firm and affec- 
tionate manner and had a pleasant 
word for each one of his old ac- 
quaintances, whom he _ recognized 
infallibly. His short rest recuper- 
ated him greatly and he says he 
can stand the trip without any 
trouble. He looks much stronger 
than was expected and except that 
he is a trifle nervous, shows no 
signs of feebleness. His handsome. 
clear-cut face exhibited perfect 
health. ... The scenes in Montgom- 
ery for the puat few days have sur- 
passed in enthusinam anything ever 
seen in this country and Georgia 
most give her heart full wolice to 
demonstrate to Mr. Davia that she 
loves him even better than Alzbama™ 
does.” 

Before the committees left At- 
lanta for Montgomery a reception 
to Mr. Davis at the executive rman- 
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Mrs. McDaniel 
had been. discussed, but after the 
Atlantans had visited Mr. Davis in 
his apagtments at the Exchange, the 
idea was formally abandoned. Dr. 
Spalding, chairman of the Atlanta 
committee, consulted Mr. Davis and 
it was decided that the strain that 
would be made on the distinguished 
visitor’s strength at the unveiling 
the next day made the reception at 
the mansion inadvisable. Again 
Mr. Grady, in setting aside the re- 
ception, said: 

“Upon reaching Atlanta Mr. Da- 
vis, after his ride from the depot 
to Mrs. Hill’s residence, will take 
his needed rest and his strength 
may be sufficient to carry him 
through Saturday without discom- 
fort or danger.” 

Health Carefully Guarded 
By His Old Service Comrades, 

See how solicitous those old com- 
panions and worshipers of the ime- 
mortal Davis were about his health. 
All Atlanta wanted an opportunity 


to greet the only president of the 
coniederacy once in Georgia’s CXe | 
ecutive mansion, but those forming 
his civilian body guard were all! 
mindful of what might be the re-| 
sult on his strength and with a sin-} 
gle word guarded the one they 
loved so dearly from any chances / 
whatever. | 

And g0 great was the love of all | 
Atlanta, whether from the north or 
the south, that its people resigned, 
without a murmur, the great privi- | 
leged pleasure they had been an- 
tic'pating with so much NWappiness. 

The special train bearing the dis- 
tinguished guest and party left 
Montgomery early Friday morning 
for Atlanta, and it was not until 
Chehaw was reached that a stop 
was made. Chehaw is the junction 
for Tuskegee. Here five hundred 
people were gathered, of all co!- 
ors and conditions, showing it was 
the people who were present. Ma- 
jor Mims, going to the rear platform 
Said: 

“Fellow Citizens of Alabama: 1 | 
introduce one who is dearer to your | 
southern-hearts than all others 1n | 
all the world besides—our honored | 
ex-President Jefferson Davis.” 

The cheers that went up were 
vociferous. The train pulled out, 
Davis bowing his acknowledg- 
ments. Ladies held up their chil- 
dren to look at him. At Notasul- 
ga the passing train was greeted by | 
an artillery salute. Sid Phelan 
presented his little boy, Malcom 
Graham Phelan, to Mr. Davis as the 
grandch:ld of an old friend. Mr. 
Davis took the boy on his knee and 
nursed him a few minutes. When 
Loachapoka was reached = several 
hundred people were gathered. Mr. 
Davis from the rear platform bowed 
when a lady addressing him said: 

“Welcome! Welcome! Once again 
to our dear sunny land—land most 
dear to thee and‘to us.” 

The reception at Auburn wasia no- 
table one. Auburn is one of the 
most aristocratic social centers of 
Alabama and is the seat of the Ala- 
bama Agricultural college. The ca- 
dets were in line on the platform 
and possibly five thousand people 
were assembled. When the train 
slowed up the cadets gave a military 
salute. Here Hoke Smith intro- 
duced Mr. Davis. 


Prestdent Davis Forbidden 
To Talk by Old Companions. 


Long before the Georgia line was 
reached it was found that Mr. Da- 
vis’ brief utterances at the two or 
three places were taxing his strength 
and he was forbade by Mr. Spalding 
and others of the committe from 
again talking from the platform. Ar 
every stop someone was designated 
to inform the people that Mr. Da- 
vis was not strong enough to ad- 
dress the anxious throngs. Only 
one time was tha@rule broken and 
that was at LaGrange, once the 
home of Senator Hill, and where 
Mr. Dav:s had pussed many ~pleas- 
ant days. Long before LaGrange 
was reached Mr. Davis insisted that 
he must view the old town from the 
rear platform, and he had his own 
way about it. 

At Opelika itgwas Captain W. T. 
Newman, now United tates Judre 
Newman, with an empty sleeve, who 
introduced Mr. Davis and as Judge 
Newman’s empty. sleeve fluttered 
in the breezes that great gathering 
went wild. Leaving Opelika, Geor- 
gia was sopn in sight and here I 
give way to P. J. Moran, staff cor- 
respondent of The Constitution on 
the Davis arrangements. Mr. Moran 
writes under an Opelika date line: 

“By this time the rising uplands 
of Georgia were in sight and the 
bubbling patriotism of the party 
began to. rise. Captain E. P. 
Howell grasped, Mr. Davis by the 
hand,and said: 

“*We welcome you to old Georgia, 
where you are loved with intensity 
beyond expression.’ 

“The musie of the bands, the 
cheering of the assembled hosts and 
the firing o6f salutes greeted the en- 
trance of the car into West Point, 
the first stop in Georgia.” 

It was here that Judge Mark H. 
Blanford introduced Mr. Davis and 
the thousands of Georgia throats 
present roared with a vehemense that 
showed the old state was fully alive 
to the occasion. Mr. Davis kept 
bowing to the right and the left, but 
was forbidden to attempt to answer 
the great wave of enthusiasm 
swecepinc over that egatherine of 
Georgians.

Davis, After Being Intro- 
duced by Grady, Gave 
Glowing Praise to Geor- 
gia Senator.

President Davis’ last speech be- 
fore a vast outdoor gathering was 
delivered in Atlanta and came at 
the conclusion of the Hill monu- 
ment uNMveiling. Since that brief 
address no speech by the  presi- 
dency of the Confederacy is found 
of record so far as diligent search 
can reveal. Judge Black had con- 
cluded his magnificent oration on 
Senator Hill, President Davis all the 
while Deing in plain view of the 
vast throng from his seat on the 
platform, and the assembly was in 
the act of disintegrating when Mr. 
Henry W. Grady, who sat alongside 
the president, arose and advancing 
to the edge of the platform held up 
his hand. . Instantly the vast crowd 
became steadfast, awaiting what was 
to come. Said. Mr. Grady, in his 
clear ringing voice that carried to 
the very limits of the gathering: 

“My friends: Had the great man 
whose memory is perpetuated in 
this marble, chosen of all men, one 
Witness to his constancy and his 
courage he would have chosen the 
honorable statesman whose pres- 
ence honors this platform today. 
Had the people of Georgia chosen 
of all men, one man today, to aid in 
this sacred duty, and, by the mem- 
ories that invest around him, to give 
deeper sancitity to their work, they 
would have ghosen Jefferson Davis, 
first and last president of the Con- 
federated states. It is good, sir, 
(turning to Mr. Davis), for you to 
me DOR ck - o> e Never conqueror 
wore pdouder diadem than the 
deathless love that crowns your gray 
hairs today. . Georgians, coun- 
trymen, soldiers and sons of sol- 
diers and brave women, the light 
and soul and crown of our civiliza- 
tion, rise and give your hearts voice 
as we tell Jefferson Davis that he 
is at home among his people.” 

Great Cheer for Davis. 

Then turning to Mr. Davis, who 
sat uncovered during Mr. Grady’'s 
talk, he extended his hand. Presi- 
dent Davis grasped the hand and 
rising, advanced, with Mr. Grady’s 
support, to the edge of the plat- 
form. If that assembly had cheer- 
ed before, it was forgotten in the 
mighty roar that went up as Mr, 
Grady stood half supporting Mr. 
Davis at the edge of the platform. 
Mr. Grady raised his hand for si- 
lence and the silence that followed 
could almost be felt, so intense was 
it. Mr. Davis’ hand went up and 
every head on the platform and in 
that immense gathering was bared 
because all realized that Mr. Davis 


was going to break his silence. No 
one expected more than a sentenc ». 

word: would have sufficed, 450 
much did the people love their old 
hero. 

“Ladies and gentlemen,” and 
though it was easily apparent that 
Mr. Davis was not at all strong, his 
voice had that clear ring that had 
echoed across the United States seii- 
ate chamber when he was defending 
the cause of the south before he re- 
signed in '61, and which had been 
heard above cannon and musketry 
on many a Mexican battle field, 
“vou have been, I believe, generally 
apprised that no address was to be 
expected of me. I came to silently 
and reverently witness the unveil- 
ing of this statue to my fyxiend. 1 
came as one who wanted to show 
his respect for a man who, in vic- 
tory or defeat, was ever the same— 
brave, courageous and true, 

“If I were asked from Georgia's 
history to name three men who are 
fair types of Georgians I would 
take Oglethorpe, the benevolent; 
Troup, the dauntless, and Hill, the 
faithful. (Great applause.) It is 
known to you generally, it has 
been told to you today, what part 
he took in the struggle that has 
just passed. If it were expected of 
me, and I felt able ‘to speak, I should 
fee) that nothing could properly 
supplement the great oration to 
which you have just listened. There 
is nothing to be added. But there 
is something I may say of my dear 
friend. 

Cause of Truth. 


“Tf he was last to engage in the 
war between the states, he was the 
last to give it up. If he did not 
precipitate the controversy, he 
stood by the wreck of our fortunes, 
and it was his voice that was raised 
loudest and rang clearest for Geor- 
gia to assert her sovereignty. When 
under the conquering enemy, for 
they were still that, when paralyzed 
by defeat, our people seemed to 
shrink back, hopeless of the future 
and despondent of the past, he wrote 
notes onthe situation that first kin- 
dled the fires of hope in Georgia and 
elsewhere. His voice rang out and 
called the people to remember that 
their cause was not lost; it was the 
eternal cause of truth and justice, 
and he invoked Georgians to renew 
the struggle in such form as had 
led to the independence you now 
enjoy. 

“Rut I daregnot speak of Hill 
personally. From the beginning to 
he end of the controversy he was 
one on whose shoulders I cauld place 
my hand and feel that the founda- 
tion was as firm as marble. He 
had nothing to ask, but he had much 
to give, and when I was the last 
from the south who could excite any 
expectation of benefit, it was Hill 
whose voice rose triumphant in the 
senate and mashed the ingenious 
yankee down. (Great applause.) 

“My friends, ours is the day of 
peace. My friend, whose memory 
we have met to honor, taught us 
the lesson of peace as well as re- 
sistance. He taught us that it was 
through peaceful methods we were 
to regain our rights. We have trod- 
den the thorny path and passed 
over the worst part of the road. 
Let us still remember fealty to 
every promise we have given, but 
still let us love Georgia and her 
rights, and may her rights of free- 
dom and independence, such as 
your fathers gave you, be yours and 
your children’s forever.” 

As Mr. Davis ceased speaking it 
was casily seen that he was well- 
nigh exhausted, and as Dr. Spald- 
ing, who had advanced to his side 
during the talk, and Mr. Grady led 
the feeble confederate chieftain 
back to his seat on the platform, 
that mighty throng pressed closer 
and closer, all the while yelling 
like frenzied madman worshippers.

That gathering went wild as Mrs.

“We forbade Mr. Davis to speak 
on this trip, but he would speak at 
the home of Ben Hill, and I ought 
to add his home, because the heart 
of everyetrue man and women in 
all. this southland is the home of 
Jefferson Davis.” 

MAYOR HILLYER INTRODUCES 
PRESIDENT DAVIS TO NEWNAN, 

Mayor George Hillyer, of Atlanta.

On the box with 
Captain Brady sat Don Baine, still 
well-known in Atlanta.

the carriage, the crowd meantime 
shouting and cheering in a deafen- 
ing roar. Along the gravel walk, 
leading to the door, stood fifty lit- 
tle girls, who threw their flowers 
to the ground, each exclaiming anx- 
iously: 

“Please step on my 
Please step on mine.” 

The flowers stepped upon by Mr. 
Davis were quickly caught up to be 
treasured as mementoes. At the door 
of the Hill mansion Mr. Davis was 
greeted by Mrs. B. H. Hill, Sr. They 
grasped hands cordially and rev- 
erently. Mrs. Hill led the ex-pres- 
ident .nto the parlor and insisted 
that he occupy the chair her hus- 
band had last used before his death. 
Mr. Davis took the proffered seat 
and his eyes fflled with tears. Tears 
also came to Mrs. Hill’s eyes. Both 
were deeply moved, Mr. Davis 
arose, and bowing low, kissed the 
hand of Mrs. Hill and resumed his 
seat. A few minutes later the car- 
riage. bearing Miss Winnie Davis 
reached the Hill home and was met 
by Mr. Ben Hill, Jr., who assisted 
Miss Davis to alight and escortedy 
her into the parlor, where the Hill 
family, including the senator's 
grandchildren, had assembled. 

At no period in her previous his- 
tory had Atlanta had within her 
borders such a host. From every 
section of Georgia, from Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Virginia, North Carolina 
and South Carolina and a score of 
other states, including even those 
in the far north. They came to do 
honor to those two exponents of 
all that is true and ynoble and 
chivalrous in the southern man- 
hood—the lamented Hill and the 
revered Davis. 

The Hlll monument, then located 
at the junction of the two Peach- 
trees, was unveiled the day after 
President Davis reached Atlanta. 
The enclosure around the Hill fig- 
ure was again carpeted with flow- 
ers by Atlanta school children. The 
ceremonies began at 11 o'clock and 
President Davis ascended the plat- 
form a tew minutes before that 
hour. Both Peachtrees out and 
Peachtree in as well as the inter- 
secting streets were a great bank 
of parked humanity. Henry Ww. 
Grady, advancing to the center of 
the speaker's stand in concluding 
a brief address, said: 

“In behalf of the committee I ask 
your silent and earnest attention 
while General Clement A. Evans, 
beloved friend and pastor of our 
lamented dead, invokes the bless- 
ing of Almighty God on this scene, 
this people and these ceremonies.” 

General Evans’ prayer was an 
earnest and eloquent invocation and 
thousands of heads were bowed. 
Dr. R. D. Spalding then presented 
the monument to Governor Mc- 
Daniel in a ringing address and 
the governor, on behalf of the state, 
replied in a chaste and beautiful 
speech. Hon. J. C. C. Black, of Au- 
gusta, orator of the day, was then 
given attention by the vast au- 
dience and his address was one 
of the masterpieceg of that great 
Georgia speaker. 

Mr. Davis remained quietly at the 
Hill home until next morning— 
Sunday—when he left for Savannah. 

The Constitution’s story covering 
President Davis’ visit to Atlanta 
wes one of the most successful and 
complete pieces of newspaper re- 
porting ever done in the south or 
in any other section of the country. 

It was done by Captain FE. P. 
Howell, then editor-in-chief of The 
Atianta Constitution: Henry Ww. 
Grady, managing editor, and P. J. 
Moran, at that time night editor and 
special staff correspondent. Captain 
Howell, accompanied by Mr. Grady 
and Mr. Moran, went with the At- 
lanta committee to Montgomery to 
meet President Davis. And from that 
city each of the three began wiring 
over their own signatures stories 
about Mr. Davis’ day in Montgom- 
ery. ‘Also they covered the trip 
from Montgomery to Atlanta by 
messages filed at every stop on the 
run. The.paper the modrning after 
Mr. Davis reached the city carried 
nearly fifteen columns of descrip- 
tive matter of Mr. Davis’ coming 
and arrival in the city. The Consti- 
tution columns in those days car- 
ried something like twelve hun- 
dred words. So it will be seen that 
the story covering Mr. Davis’ visit 
to Montsomery and his trip to At- 
lantzs was approximately 10,000 
words, something very few papers 
ever attempted in those days, when

When one sees a stalwart, white- 
haired man of three score and ten, 
his heart as mellow as his years, his 
countenance showing the sympathy 
that develops out of rich ex peri- 
ences, and hears him say, standing 
very tall and straight, “We _ are 
proud of the past, satisfied with the 
present and hopeful for the future,” 
one feels as if it wouldn't be bad 
to accept old Rabbi Ben Ezra’s in- 
vitation: ,. 

“Come, grow old with me, 

The best of life is yet to be.” 


Atlanta this week is full of such 
men, who glorify old age and honor 
the trying days of the sixties. Two 
of them were talking in the lobby 
of the Piedmont Monday afternoon. 
“We are proud of the past,’ General 
Dinking, of Mississippi, said to Gen.- 
eral Freeman, of Richmond, 
cause the same principles which we 
fought for are those that hold to- 
day.”

The downtown hotels were afflu- 
ent with wearers of three 
Monday, the insignia of a general, 
I learned, but there was no sign of 
rank other than the uniform, and 
a spectator thought only of all who 
wore the veteran’s emblem as be- 
ing one of “our soldiers.” 

Among the crowd at one of the 
hotels and quickly observed in it, 
in spite of his small size, because 
of the fact that he was carrying the 
tattered flag that had once waved 
over the Louisiana Tigers, was 
Johnny Griffin, who was fully ar- 
rayed for a third battle of Bull Run. 

He exhibited one sword with a 
swagger, “This is what I took from 
a yankee. You can still see U. 
on it.” Then he pulled = another 
from its sheath, “‘And this is the one 
I got him with.” He also had the 
old type pistol which had been 
used by the confederates, while 
around his neck was swung a string 
holding up several pieces of hard- 
tack. 

While he was relating some of the 
events that befell the Louisiana 
troops, to which he. belonged, a 
gentle-looking veteran suddenly in- 
terrupted him vehemently, “Wait a 
minute. Were you in that 17th reg- 
iment? } was right there.” And a 
hand-shaking temporarily stopped 
the course of the narrative. 

Out at the encampment in Pied- 
mont park the air was alive with 
such reminiscences, such as sudden 
discoveries of having fought over 
the same valleys or hills. The war 
between the states, ended 54 years 
ago, was at Atlanta’s improvised 
camp a live present event, whose 
thundering might still be heard. 

He “Didn’t Belong.” 

A 1919 soldier, in khaki, strolled 
through the ranks of the gray now 
and then, but he plainly didn’t “be- 
long.” The pictures in people’s 
minds were all those of thinned 
half-fed ranks, trying to hold King’s 
mountain, or drive the enemy back 
from Fredericksburg. For many of 
us the names of the battles between 
61 and ’65 have little meaning, but 
on the lips of those who helped to 
sive them a place in history they 
become absorbing in interest. 

If the men in gray could only 
teach the history of the civil war in 
our school rooms, how little of it 
we'd forget! 

‘What do you think of this last 
war? I asked several of them. One 
cant just say the war to them, you 
know. 

“Well, the thing is, this time they 
killed more men in one day than 
we had in the army,” one veteran 
told me. 

All agreed, though, that as far 
as suffering went, the boys of '17 
had much less to complain of. Com- 
rade Tom Gilson, of Louisa county, 
Virginia, said, “Why, we never had 
enough clothing supplies, and I’ve 
gong many a time for two weeks 
with only a little meal and white 
bacon, just enough to make me 
hungry all the time. It kept me 
mad. That’s the reason we fought 
so well; we were hungry and mad.” 

Pretty Girl Spy. 

One genial old gsotdier who has 
come from Indiana to the reunion 
Says that he followea Lee through 
all the four years of the war. “Gen- 
eral Lee had one of the prettiest 
giris for a spy I ever saw.” he 
said. 

“so there were women 
then?” I asked. 

“Yes, and sometimes this one got 
over the Yankee lines and brought 
back word what they were plan- 
ning. 1 never will forget how pretty 
she was, and not a bit scared.” 

Then I inquired about the nurses 
in the civil war. “Was there al- 
ways a soft, soothing hand for the 
soldier who was wounded?” 

There was no Red Cross, then, of 
course, but there was no lack of 
volunteer nurses. “We couldn't ’a 
got through the war, if it hadn’t 
been for the women, one man who 
had been wounded twice told me. 
And they ought to let them vote.” 
Strange sentiments for a man who 
was born under another’ regime, 
when many of these who have 
grown up with the changing times 
Still hold on to old prejudices. 

In a few moments the conversa- 
tion drifted around to marriages be- 
tween the north and south as a 
means of building up the new 
friendship, and overcoming section- 
al feeling which no one would wish 
to keep alive. Then my friend 
spoke up again, “I ain’t got nothin’ 
against a Yankee girl, but I'd hate 
to marry one. No, £ wouldn't like 
to do it.”

The 
large registration booth at the 
Terminal was thronged with veter- 
ans, eager to register and be away 
among the comrades that hold in 
partnership with them the indelible 
memories of the ’60’s. 

The Boy Scouts of Atlanta were 
on hand at the stations to meet the 
vets, welcome them, see them into 
waiting conveyances, and be sure 


that their arrival at the camp in| 


Piedmont park was a safe one, and 
one free from ineonvenlence.

In addition to the overflow of 
veterans that Atlanta is receiving, 
are hundreds of women—wives, 
daughters and friends of veterans 
and sons.

says Mr. Andrews. 

“Won't the people of Atlanta for- 
get their personal affairs for just a 
few minutes out of the day, and sac- 
rifice a little for the entertainment 


of the veterans?” said G. F¥ Willis, 
chairman of the finance committee. 
“The occasion is ours, and it'is up to 
us to meet it with the vigor and 
whole-heartedness that its merits 
demand. 

“Any automobile owner in the 
city can spare his car for a part of 
the day. And the need is so press- 
ing, so worthy and so obvious, that 
the reunion authorities are unable 
to understand why the call is not 
being answered more rapidly and 
eagerly.” 

Major General Lewis, at Camp 
Gordon, has answered the call of 
the committee with the promise to 
make every bit of space in Camp 
Gordon count in his effort to accom- 
modate as many of the veterans, 
and ladies, if necessity demands it, 
as possible.

NOT A RACIAL RT, 
‘BUT INSURRECTION 


Official Statement Re- 

garding Trouble in Ar- 
kansas County — Negro 
Incited Fellow Negroes 
for Mercenary Gain. 


Helena, Ark., October 6.—A state- 
ment was mede late today on the 


recent riots by B. M. Allen, of the 
committee of seven, which was au- 
thorized by. local officials and Gov- 
ernor Brough to investigate the 
trouble, charging that the affair was 
an organized negro uprising, fos- 
tered by a negro who preyed “on 
the ignorance and superstition of 
a race of children, for monetary 
gains.” 

It has been authorized by both 
the municipal and county authori- 
ties as well as Governer Brough 
to carry on the investigation and is 
c2-operating with the _ military 
authorities. Mr. Allen said his 
statement was written from steno- 
graphic copies of testimony and 


from evidence taken from numer- 
ous prisoners and was issued with 


| the approval of the committee. 


Mr. Allen, whé was one of the 
leading men listed for death, after 
hearing confessions, ¢xamining cir- 
culars and other evidence procured 
by state and military officers in 
connection with work of the com- 
mittee, issued the following state- 
ment to explain what the commit- 
tee had found to be the situation 
leading to the killing of five white 
men and upward of a score of ne- 
groes: < 
Planned Insurrection. 

“Tho present trouble with the ne- 
groes in Phillips county is not a 
race riot. It is a deliberately plan- 
ned insurrection of the negroes 
against the whites directed by an 
organization known as the Progres- 
sive Farmers and Household Union 
of America, established for the pur- 
pose of banding negroes together 
for the killing of white people. 
This union was started by Robert 
L. Hill, a negro 26 years of age, 
of Winchester, Ark., who saw in it 
an opportunity of making easy 
money. He ‘pep been a farmer all 
his life, but lafely has been posing 
as a ‘private detective doing work 
in this and all foreign countries. 
He started his first union work in 
April of this year. He told the 
darkies that he was an agent of 
the government and because the sen- 
ators and representatives at Wash- 
ington were white men and in sym- 
pathy with the white men of the 
south, it was impossible for the ne- 
groes to get the rights that had 
been promised them for service in 
the army, and so the government 
had called into existence this or-

“The purely mercenary side of it 
develops as follows: 
“Negro men were charged $1.50 


entrance fees and negro women 50 
cents. (At the second or third meet- 
ing he would bring Dr. V. E. Pow- 
ell, of Winchester, with him who 
purported to be the examining 
physician for the government in its 
work of registering the negroes in 
defense of their rights. A certifi- 
cate was filled out and signed by 
the doctor and given to each negro 
upon payment of 50 cents. This 
certificate was supposed to be the 
registration document. Those ne- 
groes who were possessed of funds 
in amounts from $5 to $25 were en- 
rolled in an advanced section of the 
union, and upon payment of what- 
ever sum he (Hill) could procure in 
excess of $5 a certificate was given 
entitling the holder to attend the 
corgresses of the union at Winches- 
ter and speak on the floor of the 
meeting regarding any questions 
brought up, and to assist in keeping 
the constitution. of the United 
States from being questioned. 
“Another form of extortion was to 
sell shares of $10 each to the ne- 
gZroes in a proposed building to be 
erected by the union at Winchester. 
Hill would find out what negroes 
possessed thrift stamps and Liberty 
bonds and all negroes buying shares 
in the amount of $5 0, or more were 
told that their names would be en- 
graved on the building. In other 
words, he had so planned his cam- 
paign that any negro possessing 
from 50 cents to $50 dollars was 
given an opportunity to invest in 
something connected with the union.

HEARING IS OPENED 


Many Shippers Attend Meet- 
_ ing Called to Investi- 
gate Rates. 


Richard T. Eddie, of Washington, 
C., representing the interstate 
commerce commission, is in the city, 
and Monday morning he opened the 
investigation that has been ordered 
by the commission relative to rates 
between the territory north of the 
Ohio and that south of the Ohio. 
The hearing that is being conducted 
by Mr. Eday is upon the basis for 
the proposed new rates that were 
put. torward by Director General 
Hines, of the railroad administra- 
tion, which were first considered by 
the interstate commerce commission 
at a hearing in Washington last 
September. 
The proposed new rates effect 
shipments both ways into the above 
territories, and their establishment 
involves a great deal of detailéd 
work upon the part of the interstate 
commerce commission, Which will 
have to hear both from the rail- 
roaas and the shippers before 
granting the new tarilts. 

Mr. Eddie stated last night that 
the matter was a most complicated 
one and that it would be several 
weeks before any decision could be 
rendered upon it. It is not detinite- 
ly decided how long the hearing 
will last here. 

A number of shippers have at- 
tended the hearing, and many more 
are expected to have an opportuni- 
ty of presenting their views upon 
the new rates.

“It is more or less of a common- 
place to say that there is an 
awakened interest in England as to 
the desirability, indeed, the necessi- 
ty, of an increased export trade,” 
Mr. Brock said. “The diminished 
production of coal in that country, 
however, coupled with the recent de- 
cision to add 6 shillings a ton to the 
price, have served to especially fo- 
cus the attention of Englishmen on 
the difficulties of the export situa- 
tion. In prewar years, Engiand’s 
ability to export coal had, of course, 
been an important factor in the de- 
velopment of foreign trade. 

‘At the present time, when the 
balance of trade is so adverse to the 
United Kingdom (at the _ present 
rate it will amount to £800,000,000 
this year) the necessity. of greatly 
increasing total exports is becom- 
ing more apparent. No Englishman 
has any excuse for not appreciating 
this fact, becauseit has been dinned 
into his ears consistently since the 
armistice. Through the editorial 
and newscolumns of the daily news 
and in numerous trade journals, as 
well as through the medium of the 
addresses of public men, this self- 
evident truth has been emphasized 
and re-emphasized. 


Awake to Needs of Future. 
‘Tt can be taken for granted then, 


that British commerce and industry!this result. 


are awake to the needs of the fu- 
ture. As a part of this program, a 
great deal of emphasis is being 
placed on the need for speeding up 
production, and the point is made 
that this is not merely an employer's 
question, or an employee's question, 
but a national matter, in which 
every citizen ‘must sink or swim to- 


gether.’ 

“In the matter of production 
England is probably better pre- 
pared to make consistent and rapid 


progress than any other belligerent | 
For one thing 


European country. 
the labor scarcity due to the de- 
mands of the war has been in large 
measure remedied. Out of the three 
services—army, navy and air—3,- 
000,000 men have already been de- 
mobilized, and from this huge mass 
of able-bodied men only about 350,- 


'000 have not yet been absorbed in 
industry.

The continuation of the

commodities until September 1 gave 
the industries of the country an op- 
portunity to change from war con- 
ditions to piece conditions, and 
shielded industry during the period 
of demobilization. The so-called un- 
stable key industries are still to be 
projected for an indefinite time by 
the prohibition against the impor- 
tation of such goods except under 
license by the board of trade, 
Dumping Provided Agnuinst. 

“Dumping is likewise to be pro- 
vided against by suitable lezgisla- 
tion and the board of trade is to be 
equipped with emergency powers to 
check a sudden and undue importa- 
tion of goods at prices altogether 
below the cost of production in the 
United Kingdom, owing to the col- 
lapse of exchange. This last named 
measure is aimed particularily at 
Germany, where the sovereign 
brings 82 marks as against 20 be- 
fore the war. 

“The depreciated value of the sov- 
ereign, which means that American 
products imported into the United 
Kingdom cost the importer consid- 
erably more than when exchange is 
normal, will likewise tend to stim- 
ulate British production in com- 
peting lines. England can there- 
fore now concentrate on speeding 
up production in most industries and 
vigorous efforts are certainly be- 
ing made already in this direction. 

“Will England be able to manu- 
facture many lines of goods more 
cheaply than the United States in 
the future as in the past? Some 
British manufacturers with whom 
7? have talked are convinced that she 
will; others are equally pessimistic 
in their views. So many facto.s 
influence the situation un both sides 
of the Atlantic that it is scarce- 
ly possible at this time to prophesy 
with any degree vf accuracy as to 
the ultimate answer. This much is 
certain, however, English manufac 
turers unquestionnxbly have every 
incentive to attempt te accomplish 


And American foreign 
trade, if it is to maintain a perma- 
nent place in the van of world com- 
merce, must make up its mind once 
and for all that production costs 
must be pared down to the last 
penny.”

LURED MEN 10 DEATH 


Stockholm, October 6.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Hadji Lashet, 
one of the sixteen Russians arrest- 
ed here charged with belonging to 
a political murder band with at 
least three murders to his credit, 
made an unreserved confession of 
guilt at the hearing of the case 
yesterday. Versions of the story 
current here in which a beautiful 
Russian girl was mentioned as the 
lure by Which the victims were en- 
ticed to the scene of their death, 
differed as to whether the murder 
band was acting under bolshevist 
or anti-bolshevist colors, but Hadjo 
Lashet in his confession adhered to 
his revious statement that the 
murders were of a political charac- 
ter and were directed against bol- 
shevism. According to the police 
General Ardasjegg, one of the vic- 
tims, was a bolshevist commercial 
agent and spy who had received 
68,000,000 rubles for use in Sweden. 
They charged that the murders were 
committed for money. ” 


Sensational details of the activi- 
ties of the bands current in Stock- 
holm told how Ardasjeff was en- 
ticed to the villa of Hadji Lashet in 


the outskirts of Stockholm, suppos- 


ledly to a rendezvous with a woman, 


but found there instead a band of 
Russians intent upon his death. Af- 
ter being chained to a wall of the 
villa for over a day Ardasjeff was 
brought before a court-martial] of 
twenty and condemned to death. His 
lite, however, was promised him if 
he would sign several blank checks, 
but after doing this the doomed man 
was blindfolded, gagged and garet- 
ted to death. While the unfortu- 
nate victim was being slowly stran- 
gled the young woman was stated 
to have watched his dying struggles 
calmly, cigarette in mouth.

Paris, October 6.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—New appeals’ for 
prompt action “to save Fiume from 
ruin” have been laid before’ the 
peace conference and representa- 
tions also will be secnt shortly to 
United States Senator Lodge by 
Ruggero Gothardi, who claims dl- 
‘rectly to represent two-thirds of 
ithe voters of Fiume and indirectly 
/more than nine-tenths of them. 

' Signor Gothardi, with Oscar Bat 
'testin, his secretary, on Thursday 
presented the views of the business 
interests of Fiume to Frank L, Polk, 
head of the American peace delega- 
'tion, and on Friday went over the 
situation with Premier Clemenceau.

ihe situation this week. 

Gothardi styles himself president 
of the democratic autonomist parly 
,of Fiume. In opening his campaigs 
i tere, Signor Gothardi said his for- 
tune had been confiscated and that 
he wept to Belgrade, where’ the 
minister of foreign affairs loaned 
‘him money to plead the case of 
'tiume. His appeal to the peac+ 
;conierence alleged that “‘more than

Senator Penrose is con- 
vinced that while there should be 
adequate discussion of the treaty 
by the senate, that the country 
wants action one way or another 
at the earliest possible date. He is 
working to the end that a final vote 
may be taken early in November. 

Soap Box Politics. 

The senate talked soap box poli- 
tics today. Senators sought to con- 
yince themselves, despairing of find- 
ing agreement among their oppo- 
nents, that political sentiment fa- 
vored their respective positions on 
the peace treaty and the league of 
nations. The debate left the im- 
pression that they still are bewil- 
dered as to the trend of popular 
opinion, although the league has 
heen an issue in the senate for over 
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Lleague of nations, 


eight months. -— . 

In keeping with the spirit of 
“wash-day” the house dragged forth 
the political linen of the league is- 
sue in the congressional election in 
Alabama last week. The fact that 
the house has nothing to do with 
the treaty fight was no barrier to 
the discussion which became. so 
heated that Representative Fess, of 
Ohio, proclaimed the intention of the 
republican party to break into the 
solid south. 

Senator Hitchcock was responsi- 
ble for the political wrangle in the 
senate. He offered a telegram from 
the California ‘branch of the league 
to enforce peace to show that the 
golden state does not approve ot 
the position of Senator Hiram John- 
son on the league of nations. Sena- 
tor Borah, republican, of Idaho, 
countered with some references to 
the gjatform adopted on Saturday by 
the democratic state convention of 
Massachusetts. 

Bay State G. O. P. and Lodge. 

Senator Nelson, republican, Min- 
nesota, suggested that “the repub- 
lican platform adopted on the same 
day” likewise be read. This was 
a shaft at Senator Lodge, who was 
not in the senate. & 

This statement drew from Sena- 
tcr Borah the retort that the re- 
publicans in Massachusetts had act- 
ed in a manner pleasing to him 
Since their platform was “an un- 
qualified indorsement of reserva- 
tions vigorous enough to accomplish 
certain specific purposes which it 
defines.” At the same time the 
Idaho senator was extracting this 
consolation from the action of the 
Bay State republicans, the friends 
and intimates of Senator Lodge were 
seeking to explain what they ac- 
knowledged was a slap—however 
veiled or indirect—at Mr. Lodge. 
They argued: that the “fine Italian 
hand” of former Senator Murray 
Crane was Visible in the platform of 
the convention. They declared that 
Mr. Crane represented prominent 
business interests which favor early 
ratification of the treaty. 

Telegrams to Johnson. 

The various telegrams signed by 
prominent republicans in California 
Senator Johnson to desist 
from his radical opposition to the 
prompted Sena- 
tor Borah to suggest that should the 
disagreement result in political in- 
jury to Johnson “it is entirely pos- 
sible that he will be able to recoup 
his losses among California repub- 
licans by the gains he will make 
among democrats in Massachusetts.” 

The value of Massachusetts to the 
democratic party was next discussed. 
Senator Hitchcock went so far as to 
say that the Bay State had been val- 
uable to the democrats on “so few 
occasions” that he was not much in- 
terested in what it did. This was a 
backhand slam at Senator Walsh, 
democrat, of Massachusetts, who fa- 
vors the Johnson amendment to the 
league, despite the pressure brought 


to bear upon him by administration 
leaders and Homer Cummings, 
chairman of the democratic national] 
committee. 

Borah Strikes Back. 

It remained for’ Senator Borah, a 
republican, to defend Senator Walsh 
in the process of hitting back at 
Hitchcock. 

“The democrats of Massachusetts 
have furnished quite as much 
Strength to this chamber, in the 
present situation, as have the dem- 
ocrats of Nebraska,” Mr. Borah said, 
smiling at Senator Hitchcock. “It is 
true that the democrats of Nebras- 
ka have furnished a candidate for 
president more often than have the 
democrats of Massachusetts, but 
they have not got any nearer the 
white house.” 

Senator Edge, republican, New 
Jersey, holding that Senator Hitch- 
cock was hypocritical of the dem- 
crats in Massachusetts'7 said he 
thought it as appropriate as the ac- 
tion of the democrats in New Jersey 
in their state convention a week 
ago. 

Jersey Democrats and Treaty.

McCumber on British Votes. 

Senator McCumber in his speech 
today sharply denied the argument 
that Great Britain would have six 
votes against one for the United 
States in the lhee@wue, and contended 
that the United States would be the 
dominant power. At a mere nod from 
this government, he said, ten coun- 
tries of the western hemisphere ~ ad 
declared war on Germany, and it 
was the most natural thing in the 
world, he added, to find them stand- 
ing with and voting with the United 
State, “almost in a block for any- 
thing the United States desired.” 
In a dispute between the United 
States and Great Britain, or in mat- 
ters vitally affecting the interests 
of either nation, Great Britain’s col- 
onies would have no voice in the 
league, Serfator McCumber declared, 
“While the step-children and wards 
of the United States in South ana 
Central America, would follow the 
lead of this country.” 

Senator McSumber charged that 
senators advocating the amen ent 
by Senator Johnson, republican, 
California, proposing to limit the 
voting power of the British colonie 
were fanning popular prejudice 
with an unfounded appeal. 

“Senators who in private conver- 
sation would never dream of at- 
tempting to deceive one another,” 
said Senator McCumber, “seem un- 
able to resist the temptation to 
take advantage of a prejudice cre- 
ated by his deception and, with 
studied avoidance of the real and 
full truth, give this prejudice an- 
other boost.” 

He Urges Reservation. 

As a substitute for the Johnson 
amendment, Senator McCumber urg- 
ed hts proposed reservation to ex- 
clude British colonies from partici- 
pating in the league in disputes in- 
volving the mother country or each 
other. 

“Almost every argument made on 
the floor of the senate,” said Sen- 
ator McCumber, “and every one, 
without exception, made to the pub- 
lic by senators opposed to any 
league of nations, has given the im- 
pression to the people of the world 
that the council or the assembly, as 
the case might be, is a sort of court 
or tribunal that decides the disputes 
between nations, and it is because 
of these misstatements of the facts 
and the misapprehension of many of 
our people arising therefrom, that 
the ground is made fertile for the 
development of about ali the ani- 
mosities toward this league and espe- 
cially toward the claimed voting 
power of Great Britain. 

“I wish the public could just once 
fully understand, first, that not one 
case of dispute out of a hundred 
would ever go to the council or as- 
semblv: second, that even if all oth- 
er efforts provided for the settle- 
ment of disputes should fail, the 
only thing submitted to the council 
or assembly is the right to investi- 
gate and report the facts to the 
public.” 

Calls Argument Absurd. 


Senator, McCumber said the argu- 
ment of Senator Johnson and other 
supporters of the Johnson amend- 
ment as to Britain’s voting power 
was “too absurd to be trué,” and 
‘asked why France, Italy and other 
nations did not raise objections to 
“putting their heads in the lion’s 
mouth.’”’ 

The North Dakota senator said the 
“real facts” regarding the league 
were: 

“That neither the council nor as- 


sembly is a board of arbitration. 

“That neither of them decides in- 
ternational disputes at all. 

“That the only jurisdiction which 
the council or assembly have over 
a dispute between nations is the 
right to investigate and report what 
the true facts are, and make recom- 
mendations. 

“That a dispute with part of a 
nation or empire is a dispute with 
the whole.” 

“Great Britain cannot and will not 
control the vote of Canada,” Sen- 
ator McCumber said. “I would like 
to put this question straight to the 
American people: Has not Canada, a 
fully-governing, independent do- 
minion, earned by her sacrifices in 
blood and treasure through four 
vears of this bloody war, a right to 
a seat in the assembly that would 
give her a voice in effect equal to 
Haiti, Hedjas, Honduras, Liberia, 
Nicaragua, Panama, Peru, Salvador 
or Venezuela?’ 

McCormick Answers McCumber. 

Referring to Senator McCumber’s 
contention that France, Italy and 
other powers would have bitterly 
opposed a voting plan that gave 
Great Britain a six to one stand- 
ing over the United States, Sena- 
tor McCormick insisted that in 
framing the covenant “representa- 
tives of every great power chal- 
lenged the principle of representa- 
tion.” 

In the French Chamber of Depu- 
ties during the recent debate on 
ratification of the treaty, Senator 
McCormick said a resolution was 
championed for amendment of the 
treaty by changing the league vot- 
ing system, but was not pressed 
because the chamber, under the 


French constitution, is without 
power to amend treaties. 


BIG LOSS IN ALABAMA 
FOR SOUTHERN BELL 


Montgomery, Ala., October 6.—The 
Southern Bell Telephone company 
suffered total losses of $486,857.77 in 
the state of Alabama during the pe-

Without dissenting voice city 
council adopted a new traffic ordi- 
nance Monday afternoon as a sub- 
stitute for the one now on the stat- 
ute books, and also included an 
amendment by Alderman J. H. Ew- 
ing prohibiting automobiles from 
being driven at the rate of more 
than twelve miles an hour through 
school zones, whose limits will be 
marked by signs, in the morning 
when the children are going to 
school and in the afternoon when 
they are let out to go home. 

Some of the most important pro- 
visions in the ordinance as passed 
are as follows: 

Vehicles shall not be parkec on 
Peachtree or Whitehall streets, be- 
tween Cain street and Trinity ave- 
nue, at any hour of the day or 
night, any day of the week. 

New Provisions Made. 

Between 7:30 o’clock in the morn-

The ordinance creates a district

With Judge Beverly D. Evans, pre- 
siding, the United States district 
court convened here today and will 
remain in session for two weeks.

FIND SUBSTITUTE FOR 
SEA ISLAND COTTON 


Department of Agriculture | 
Says Meade Cotton Has 
Advantage.

Washington, D. 
Sea Island cotton may be doomed 
by the boll weevil. That, at least, 
is the opinion of the United States 
department of agriculture, based 
on the very rapid deeline in ‘pro- 
duction during the past two years. 
For the ten years ending in 1916 
the average annual production of 
Sea island cotton was about 90,- 
000 bales. The production in 1918 
was only about 40,000 bales, and 
the estimates for 1919 are as low as 
20,000 bales. 

Without sea island cotton, many 
industries will be seriously crippled 
if, indeed, they are not destroyed, 
and many planters will lose the 
major part of their income—unless 
some other variety of cotton of 
equally long staple and high qual- 
ity and more nearly immuneefrom 
boll weevil attack is generally ac- 
cepted and grown in the sea island 
districts of the southeastern United 
States. 

There is such a variety of cotton. 

is Known as Meade cotton, and 
was originated by the Dureau of 
Plant industry, United States de- 
partment of agriculture. , It is said 
to be as fine as sea island and as 
long. It can be handled on the 
regular sea island gins. It makes 
profitable yields under boll weevil 
conditions. 

But—will the planters and gin- 
ners take sufficient inrerest and co- 
operate closely enough to insure 
the continued production of an 
ample supply of pure Meade seed? 
Upon the answer to that question, 
in the opinion of the department 
of agriculture, depends the solution 
of the problem. 

Of the 3,000 acres of Meade cot- 
ton growing this year, not more 
than 500 acres can be safely report- 
ed as pure stock. In order to keep 
it pure, no other variety of cotton 
must be planted in the same neigh- 
borhood. The @gepartment of aegrl- 
culture is encouraging communities 
of farmers to organize for the pur- 
pose of growing only the Meade 
cotton and of keeping up the stan- 
dard by continued selection and 
careful ginning.

By Niagara Falls 


Royal Party Saw All 
There Was to See. 
Donned Oilskins and Ex- 
plored Cave of Winds. 


Buffalo, N. Y., October 6.—The 
queen of the Belgians was enthralled 
today by the mighty cataract of Ni- 
agara. The cordial semi-military 
greeting given the Belgian rulers 
by Buffalo, was delightful to them, 
but it was the memory of the creat 
falls her majesty will carry with 
her longest and of which she ex- 
claimed most often to those in her 


entourage. 
King Albert, his consort and the 
duke of Brabant, their son, came 
as near to playing this morning as 
royalty can come, and they reveled 
in the democratic freedom of the pil- 
grimage to Niagara [| alls. They 
over-stayed by two hours the time 
allotted to them there, and even 
then were reluctant to leave. His 
majesty was seeing the falls for 
the second time, but he was mani- 
fectly happy at being able to show 
them to his wife. 
As for the crown prince, § he 
seemed to be having the time of his 
life.
